Students at- 
tending the sessions found the 
professionals, such as doctors and 
lawyers are just beginning to come 
around in terms of becoming inform- 
ed of the, realities of rape, yet 
sometime manage to be overbearing 
and unsupportive. Often they tend to 
think the woman ‘‘asked’’ to be 
raped. Police officers have been 
known to question a F victim 
repeatedly, causing the victim to 
feel guilty “as though she somehow 
prompted her attack. This confusion 
is particularly apparent when the 
victim knew the offender prior to the 
crime. She may feel as though she 
unknowingly used poor judgement 
and seductive behavior to cause her 
attack, when usually, the rapist

and after she decides to continue 
or terminate the pregnancy, accor- 
ding to the advocate. Statistics taken. 
from the Cleveland Rape Crisis Cen- 
ter Collective show that 3-5 percent 
of reported rapes result in pregnan- 
cy. 
As a result of this training, all four 
Clarke students feel they have 
become more aware. Rape can hap- 
pen to anybody, they realize. One. 
student said, ‘‘Yes. Me and you. Our 
sisters. Our friends, our mothers, 
our grandmothers.” And new 
questions are raised in the minds of 
the advocates. ‘Just why is it, 
women cannot go for a walk at night 
alone if they feel like it? Why must a 
woman fear getting into her car? 
Going into her home?” The training 
session might not have answered 
these questions while posing them, 
but awareness that has _ been 
heightened caused these students 
to be more in tune to the needs 
and realities of the rape victim and 
the crime committed.
